13. (Currently Amended) A liquid crystal display, comprising: 

a first insulating substrate having a top surface and a bottom surface; 

a pixel electrode formed on the top surface of the first insulating substrate, and the pixel 
electrode having a first opening pattern; 

a second insulating substrate having a top surface and a bottom surface; 

a common electrode formed on the bottom surface of the second insulating substrate, the 
common electrode having a second opening pattern; 

a liquid crystal layer sandwiched between the first substrate and the second substrate, 

wherein the first opening pattern and the second opening pattern ov e rlap face each other 
and te divide the pixel electrode into a plurality of sub-regions, the plurality of sub-regions 
comprising a first sub-region having two longest sides parallel to each other and extending in a 
first direction and a second sub-region having two longest sides parallel to each other and 
extending in a second direction different from the first direction the sub regions being polygonal 
in shap e and having two long e st sid e s parallel to each other, and 

th e sub - r e gions having the two longest sid e s parall e l to e ach oth e r ar e classified into a 
first type sub region having th e longest sid e s arrang e d in a first direction and a s e cond typ e sub - 
r e gion having th e long e st s id e s arranged in a s e cond dir e ction different from the first dir e ction . 
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14. (Previously Amended) The liquid crystal display of claim 13, wherein the first 
direction is perpendicular to the second direction. 

15. (Previously Amended) The liquid crystal display of claim 14, wherein the first 
direction slants from a long side or a short side of the pixel electrode. 

16. (Original) The liquid crystal display of claim 14, wherein the first direction is 
parallel to one of long and short sides of the pixel electrode. 

17. (Original) The liquid crystal display of claim 13, wherein the opening width of the 
first opening pattern and the second opening pattern is in the range of 10-1 6|im. 

18. (Currently Amended) A liquid crystal display, comprising: 

a first insulating substrate having a top surface and a bottom surface; 
a pixel electrode formed on the top surface of the first insulating substrate and divided 
into a plurality of domains ; 

a second insulating substrate having a top surface and a bottom surface; 
a common electrode formed on the bottom surface of the second insulating substrate; and 
a liquid crystal layer sandwiched between the first substrate and the second substrate, 
wherein the pixel e l e ctrod e has a the plurality of domains comprises: 

a first domain having two longest sides parallel to each other and extended in a 
first direction; and 
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a second domain having two longest sides parallel to each other and extended in a 
second direction different from the first direction sub r e gions that hav e substantially 
diff e rent ori e nting dir e ctions of th e liquid crystal mol e cul e s included th e r e in wh e n 
voltag e is appli e d b e tw ee n th e pix e l e l e ctrod e and th e common el e ctrod e , and 
th e sub r e gions having th e two longest sid e s parall e l to e ach oth e r ar e classifi e d into a 
first type subs region having the long e st sid e s arrang e d in a first dir e ction and a second type sub 
r e gion having th e long e st sid e s arranged in a s e cond dir e ction diff e r e nt from th e first dir e ction . 

19. (Previously Amended) The liquid crystal display of claim 18, wherein the first 
direction is perpendicular to the second direction.
